PARAGRAPH FIVE REF (B) IN CONVERSATION REPORTED PARAGRAPH TWO REF 
(C). 

2. RE PARAGRAPH TWO REF (A), CONSUL IS NOT REPEAT NOT "ARRANGING 
VISAS FOR ALL FOUR" CHILEAN NATIONAL HOLY CROSS PRIESTS AS 
SUGGESTED BY PRIVINCIAL LEWERS. ON MAY 23, BEFORE WE KNEW OF GOC 
DETENTIONS AND CHARGES REPORTED REF (C), HOLY CROSS SUPERIOR 
PLASKER TOLD CONSUL HE HAD TWO CHILEAN PRIESTS, FATHERS IRARAZABAL 
AND GARATE, WHO OUGHT TO GO TO U.S. AND INQUIRED WHAT TYPE VISA 
WOULD BE APPROPRIATE. CONSUL SUGGESTED IMMIGRANT VISAS OR NIVS IN 
CATEGORIES H (TEMPORARY WORKER) OR J (EXCHANGE VISITOR), ASSUMING 
NO GROUNDS FOR INELIGIBILITY PRESENT. WE HAVE NOT BEEN APPROACHED 
ON VISA MATTER SINCE THAT TIME AND HAVE SO FAR BEEN UNABLE 
ESTABLISH CONTACT WITH FATHER PLASKER. 

3. MEMBERSHIP IN MIR WOULD, OF COURSE, CONSTITUTE GROUNDS FOR A 
FINDING OF INELIGIBILITY. AT THIS TIME EMBASSY FILE DO NOT 
REVEAL ANY RECORD OF MIR MEMBERSHIP BY EITHER IRARRAZABAL OR 
GARATE.
